Stratton Sees 
Meek Victory 
State Ticket To Win by 
250,000 Votes, He Says 


SPRINGFIELD, HI. (tft—Gov. Stratton says Senate nominee Joseph 


T. Meek and his running mates on the Republican state ticket are go 
ing to roll up a 250,000 vote victory man-gin on Nov. 2. 


In a rousing pep talk Tuesday, 


Stratton told GOP county chair- 
men that if his prediction doesn't 
hold up "then I don't deserve to 
be your governor and you don't 
deserve to be county chairmen." 


Republican state officials and 


other party leaders were present as 
the governor signaled a big victory 
push in the final two weeks of 
the campaign. 


"Pathetic" Campaign 


Stratton said the Democrats led 


by incumbent Sen. Douglas have 
•waged 
a 
"pathetic," issueless 


campaign and are 
"ready to 


crack." 


He called for a strenuous drive 


to sell voters on the need for con- 
tinuing "progress in Illinois and 
the cleanup in Washington. 


Always before, he said, the Re- 


publican party in off-year elec- 
tions has put over the head of their 
ticket by a quarter million votes 
or more, sometimes without the 
patronage now at its disposal. 


Stratton. who said he was being 


"utterly frank." suggested to the 
county leaders that they "step 
aside" if they were not prepared 
to conduct an all out effort in the 
stretch. 


Dragging Feet 


The governor said reports had 


come to him that some of the 
chairmen were dragging their feet 


on the blue ballot amendment for 
legislative reapportionment. 
He 


remarked that a few had told his 
assistants to "calm down" on the 
constitutional issue. 


"The worst disservice you could 


do to the state and your party is 
to biock something that has been 
blocked by selfish people through 
the years." he declared. 


Meek did not attend. Vernon L. 


Nickell. .seeking a fourth term as 
state school superintendent, and 
Warren E. Wright, the state treas- 
urer nominee, spoke briefly.

Clark St.. both with police records, 
confessed to entering the bowling 
alley about 11:30 p.m. Tuesday 
and rifling the cash register and a 
pinball machine. 


The two were ariested about 8 


a.m. today while asleep in their 
homes after night police officers 
repoi-ted they saw the pair loiter- 
ing around the Depot Cafe about 1 
a.m. 


Delph signed a written confes- 


sion about 8:15 a.m. today, just 15 
minutes after he was arrested, and 
implicated Dunseth in the bur- 
glary. 


Dunseth 
finally 
confessed to 


State's Atty. James Bales about 
noon today after several hours of 
questioning earlier by the police. 


To Grand Jury, 


Bales said he was taking the 


case to the Lee County Grand Jury 
and seeking an indictment for bur- 
glary against both youths. They 
are scheduled to be arraigned this 
afternoon in the county jail by- 
Justice of the Peace Lawrence E. 
Boos. 


Delph also confessed to stealing 


a ring, valued at $22.50, from the 
Trem's Jewelry Store, 201 First 
St., Tuesday afternoon, and selling 
it to someone for S2. 


Delph recently was given a 


chance to escape arraignment on a 
larceny charge in County Court 
when Bales and Judge Grover Ge- 
hant continued the hearing until 
Dec. 6. Delph promised to enlist in 
the army befoi e then. He and 
William Dunn, 17, Dixon, confess- 
ed to stealing three pairs of shoes 
from the Freeman Shoe Company 
at that time. 


The pair admitted planning the 


burglary Tuesday and said they 
hid some tools in the alley at the 
tear of the bowling alley Tuesday 
afternoon. 


Waited for Chance 


In their confessions, the youths 


said they waited until the estab- 
lishment closed at 11:10 p.m. Tues- 
day and weie sure the place was 
empty before breaking about 11:30 
p.m. 


They broke the glass in the back 


door, which is several feet below 
the street level, by throwing a rock 
through it. Then they crawled 
down to the door, reached inside 
and unlocked the door, and enter- 
ed the buliding. 


Accoiding to their confessions, 


they got about $12 from the cash 
register and the rest of the money 
from prying open the rash box on 
a pinball machine. The youths had 
5110 between them today when the 
police arrested them. 


A janitor. Everett Brown. Dixon, 


discovered the break-in about 6:30 
a.m. and reported it to the police.

Sheriff John Stouffcr said today 
they would recall somp eye witnes- 
ses to the tragic incident and at- 
tempt to piece together a coheient 
story of the events that led to th« 
death of the young machinist. 


Bales said that the witnesses 


would he summoned to his offic* 
and will be asked to recount their 
stories of the fight. 


Bales and Stouffer spent Tues- 


day afternoon in Amboy attempt- 
ing to secure additional witnesses 
to the battle between Latta and 
members of the Bettendorf, la., 
High School football squad. 


THI Accounts 


Twenty-one bystanders and par- 


ticipants to the fight testified at ft 
coroner's inquest held Sunday in 
the Circuit Court rooms here. All 
told the story of how Latta slopped 
his car near the Amboy Cafe, 
where 
Bettendorf 
players 
wer« 


dining after defeating Amboy High. 
21-0. 


They told of how Latta became 


engaged in a battle with Charles 
Harkett, 19. 200-pound Bettendort 
fullback, and eventually with Jim 
Fox, 17. another Bcttendorf play- 
er. 
Fox. a veteran prep school 


wrestler, seized Latta around ths 
waist from behind. It was while 
Latta was so gripped t h a t he fell 
to the sidewalk and Incurred, it is 
believed, his fatal injury. * frac- 
tured skull. 


Eye Injuries 


Bales is known to be interested 


in Latta'a other injuries, which a 
pathologist's report said included a 
hemorihage near a kidney and th« 
brain, plus extensive bruises. 
It 


was the opinion of the coioner'* 
jury, however, that the fatal in- 
jury was a fractured skull suffer- 
ed "in a fall" during "a fight." 


Bales said today, "We're certain- 


ly not minimizing the seriousness 
of this incident. It will take time to 
make A complete, thorough investi- 
gation. When we have ascertained 
i 
| the facts and eliminated the 'ru- 
mour', we'll take whatever action 
thai our nnriings will indicate."

family of free nations may look with considerable 


though somewhat reserved satisfaction upon the French 
Parliament's endorsement of German rearmament as pro- 
vided in the so-called London Pact. 


Anv joy that may be felt over this event must be put 


on leash, for the French thus far have endorsed only the 
principles of the rearmament plan. 
Final approval must 


await the drafting of specific treaty details, which were 
not worked out at London. 


That such approval might not necessarily be automatic 


could be gathered from the fact that several French law- 
makers, including Premier Mendes-France himself, put 
forth new conditions and concessions they would like to 
obtain before accepting the final arrangement.

Recalling the long period of French backing and filling 


over the ill-fated EDC project, one can only shudder at the 
thought they may insist on important reservations to this 
new pact. 


Nevertheless, the Assembly support of Mendes-France 


on this set of principles already represents a definite ad- 
vance beyond the most forward stage ever attained on 
EDC. 


The premier himself played a major role in the prepara- 


tion of the pact, and he had the courage to stake the life 
of his government on it at this time. Evidently French 
confidence in him was a large factor in winning support 
at long last for the idea of German rearmament. 


Even the French Socialists, long a handicap in arjy ef- 


forts to deal realistically with European defense problems, 
swung behind the premier. Ironically, though, the popular 
Republicans and some others who backed EDC withheld 
their backing this time on the ground the London agreement 
doesn't go far enough toward European unity.

It is to be hoped that when the pact is reduced to treaty 


terms the premier will be able to hold the support he now 
has and gain additionally these groups which find the agree- 
ment somewhat disappointing. 
Certainly the latter must 


see its value as a step down the right path. 


The premier will be wisely advised to spend his time 


between now and the final treaty test in full effort to hold 
and build stronger his winning combination in the Assembly. 


Any contrary course, any concentration on crippling 


reservations that might doom the pact with other nations, 
would expose France once and for all as unfit to play any 
significant role in its own or Europe's defense. 
By now 


the -French should surely understand that fact.

WASHINGTON—I present herewith an expose of a wanton smear 


of unsuspecting American citizens which was discovered in the murky 
catacombs of Washington and New York, in 1947. This information 
has lam dormant ever since it was turned up by a sub-committee 
of the House committee on expenditures in ex- 
ecutive departments.

Mitchell, 
the president of 
the 


Civil Service Commission, appeared as a wit- 
ness, accompanied by Frances Perkins, who had 
been the Roosevelt Secretary of Labor, and Arthur 
S. Flemming, commissioners. Clare E. Hoffman, of 
Michigan, as 
chairman of the 
sub-committee, 


dragged out the fact that the Civil Service Com- 
mission spent more than $30.000 transcribing un- 
official material from the files of the New York 
law firm of Mmtzer and Levy, the so-called Friends 
of Democracy, the National Lawyers Guild and oth- 
r gum-shoe organizations. 


The sub-committee's report flatly stated that the file was "in 


many respects, merely an index of suspicion, rumor, prejudice and 
malice." 


George S. Mintzer. the senior partner of the law firm referred to, 


was active in a covert patnoteering movement which attacked some 
reputations for no better reason than personal dislike or disagree-

inence who were not likely to apply 
for Civil Service jobs. 


Therefore there was no excuse 


'or 
the commission to amass 


'files" on these individuals, even 
if it could be argued that the com- 
mission was right in accepting un- 
verified reports from private or- 
ganizations about possible appli- 
cants. 


The Friends of Democracy is 


one of the worst of these private 
organizations. It was the home 
base of John Roy Carlson, the no- 
torious faker and liar, who wrote 
the outrageous smear work called 
"Undercover." which sold enor- 
mously during the war. Judge 
John P. Barnes, in the course of a 
libel suit agamst Carlson, nee De- 
rounian, and his publishers, said 
Carlson WAS unworthy of belief on 
oath and would write anything for 
a dollar. 


"Undercover" was given a fan- 


tastic build-up by the New York 
Times and the Herald Tribune in 
the face of common knowledge 
that Carlson was an irresponsible 
adventurer in scandalous publicity. 
The book got a tremendous cam- 
paign of free publicity and was 
circulated to the extent of many 
thousands in the centers where 
service men were training or on 
active duty. 


The sub-committee's report said: 


"The chairman was told that some- 
one at the Civil Service Commis- 
sion would, that day or very soon, 
make a sound recording of the in- 
formation on the cards relating to 
members of the House and Senate. 
It was evident that if such a re- 
cording was made and became 
available, as so many confidential 
communications do become avail- 
able, to the radio and press, many 
reputations might be smeared or 
defamed." 


Material transcribed 
from the 


private files of Mintzer and Levy 
was catalogued in the Civil Serv- 
ice files under a special warning 
that the source was not to be dis- 
closed under any circumstances. 


ment with social, political or religious convictions, 
realized that mistakes had been made and withdrew. 


The sub-committee's report said 


that on Oct. 3, 1947, Hoffman learn- 
ed that the Civil Service Commis- 
sion had 750,000 "investigators' 
eads" on index cards. These cov- 
ered "alleged subversive and dis- 
oyal affiliations of certain citi- 
zens. "-Hoffman heard that the file 
contained information about mem- 
bers of both houses of Congress 
and other persons of national prom- 


Mintzer later 


However, the Civil Service warn- 
ing added that "further informa- 
tion concerning the above may be 
obtained by contacting the offices 
of Mintzer and Levy." 


At one time, in 1943, a staff of 50 


typists, 25 clerks and three investi- 
gators on the payroll of the Civil 
Service Commission worked con- 
tinuously for 60 days transcribing 
information in a number of offices 
in the city of New York to be in- 
corporated in the confidential in- 
dex of the commission in Wash- 
ington. The Civil Service Commis- 
sion in November, 1947, got scared 
over its own audacity in listing 
members of the legislative branch 
as "subversives" on the word of 
private groups and reported that 
it had destroyed such cards. 


Chairman Hoffman, on Oct. 8, 


1947. asked President Truman to 
issue an executive order opening 
the file to the House Committee. 
On Oct. 21, Truman refused on 
the ground that the files were 
maintained 
on a 
"confidential 


basis." 


Mitchell, of the Civil Service 


Commission, wrote the committee 
that "cards" recording data on 
487,033 individuals were compiled 
in New York in June and July, 
1943. Of these names 56 per cent 
were taken from Communist Party 
petitions. The New York offices of 
the Dies Committee furnished a 
further 11 per cent. The New Jer- 
sey State Police gave material for 
8,000 cards. The files of the Friends 
of Democracy yielded about five 
per cent and "6.000 or 7.000 cards 
were based on information secured 
from a confidential source." 


The sub-committee made a sharp 


distinction 
between information 


gathered from open political reg- 
istrations, 
public petitions and 


from the records of Congressional 
committees on the one hand and 
from ^private files, on the other. 


"There is." the report said, "no 


evidence supporting the authentici- 
ty or reliability of much of this 
material transcribed from private 
files. Some of the basic material 
came principally from 
sources 


publicly identified as sympathetic j 
with the programs and aspirations 
of international communism." 


Both the record of the hearings 


and the report of the sub-commit- 
tee are now extremely rare con- 
gressional documents.

arteriosclerosis" writes Mr. R. 
"This relationship," he says, "is 
not too clear to me." 


Mr. R. has lots of company in 


the medical profession as well as 
outside of it. The question of cho- 
lesterol and its relationship to ar- 
teriosclerosis (hardening of the 
arteries) is certainly confusing. 
Here are the facts ao far as we 
now know them. 


CHOLESTEROL is a fat-like sub- 


stance which is present normaHy 
in the blood stream but which is 
present in greater amounts in 
some people than in others. It is 
also known that certain foods such 
as eggs and butter contain choles- 
terol in rather high quantities. 
Finally it is known that cholesterol 
as well as some of the salts of 
calcium are frequently deposited in 
the walls of the blood vessels lead- 
ing to the thickening of these walls 
which may eventually cause the 
channels to be narrowed and thus 
interfere with the normal flow of 
blood. 


IT IS TRUE also that cholesterol 


(as well as calcium) is deposited 
more rapidly in the walls of the 
arteries of some people than in 
others and more rapidly in some 
blood vessels than in others even 
in the same person. Why this vari- 
ation in rate of deposit of choles- 
terol occurs, however, is not en- 
tirely clear. It is not certain by 
any means that those persons who 
have a large amount of cholesterol 
in their blood are more likely to 
have deposits of this subsjance in 
their arteries; it is also doubtful 
that merely reducing the foods con- 
taining high quantities of choles- 
terol will lessen the amount of 
cholesterol in the blood. 


Finally—and this is the crucial 


question—it is doubtful that a diet 
In which the high cholesterol con- 
taining foods are eliminated or 
greatly reduced will either prevent 


AT PRESENT It cannot 


claimed absolutely that any die 
will assist a person to avoid hard 
ening of the-, arteries, though tha 
time may come. Furthermore, 
cutting out eggs, butter or othej 
foods containing a lot of cholestern 
there are some valuable nutritiona 
elements lost. 


What is needed is more knowlJ 


edge, and this many researcij 
workers are seeking. But at 
ent it seems that a low cholesterol 
diet for the average healthy grown} 
up would be going farther than is 
justified by what is known and n is 
also of doubtful value for one w 
hardening of the arteries and hig'r | 
blood pressure.

Firemen said the fumes spread 


from a gas furnace which heated 
the building. They

rains apparently loosened mortar 
in the birck chimney, causing par- 
ticles to fall over a flue. The gas, 
unable to enter the blocked chim- 
ney, entered the house through a 
furnace vent.

• A Saturday r.ight in Dixon is 
typical of all bustling communities 
throughout the nation. Sometimes 
it's lively, oftentimes packed with 
humor; again it's both dangerous 
and peaceful. But to the policemen 
on the beat — the guys who know 
it best — it can be darned lonely. 


Since the advent of television's 


weekly police drama. "Dragnet." 
ordinary- citizens tend to compare 
our policemen to Sgt. Joe Friday 
and Officer Frank Smith and fully 
expect every crime to be solved in 
30 minutes flat, minus time for 
the commercial. 


Law enforcement is something 


taken for granted by the taxpayers 
but is a full-time business to the 
"boys in blue." Probably the lone- 
liest of the 'three eight-hour shifts 
"that make up a police day is the 
night beat, 10:30 p.m. to 6:30 a.m. 


Blow-By-Blow 


This blow-by-blow account of a 


typical Saturday night in Dixon 
•will give the reader a front-seat 
look at how his police department 
works and some idea of what goes 
on after dark in his city.
